They make it possible for certain BIG CITIES 
to dominate the Legislature. 

County Division, facilitated by Amendments 
19 and 21, means duplication of offices, more 
spoils for politicians, multiplication of tax-eaters, 
and fights for County Seats. 

Under Amendments:49 ‘and 21 cities, or unin- 
corporated territory annexed, may be committed 
to consolidation, but the annexing city can de-

This-is extremely dangerous to the tax payer, 
and the existing safeguards should be maintained. 
Under pretext of economy, amendments 19 and 
“1 were framed by certain politicians in the big 
cities in order to shoulder some of their debts on 
the Country Districts. VOTE NO on both. 
Both Annexation Amendments 19 and 21 per- 
mit the coereion of County Districts, 
corporated territory has no separate vote on 
whether or not it shall be included in a consoli- 
dated City and County. This means additional 
‘AXATION WITHOUT REPRESENTATION, 
Vote against amendments 19 and 21 and retain 
reasonable representation for the agricultural, 
mining. fruit growing and stock raising areas in 
the state.
